— Our 
thanks are duc to Dr. Boll and Dr. Laing 
of the Civil Hospital who have most kindly 
attended to boya as in and out-patients, 
nnd to Dr Kow for dental services, 

‘During thé summer months the boys 
wont once or twice a week by steam launch 
to neighbouring beaches for sea-bathing 
and swimming, and groatly.enjoyed, these 
outings.
